First of all, the housekeeper who 


consults this list of foods will prob- 
ably wish to know why these foods 
were selected and what their signifi- 
cance is. Everjone knows that food 
contains fuel for the human machine. 
The fuel need for the average family 
described above has been estimated 
as 800 hundred-calorie portions per 
week. 


In order that the diet should pro- 


vide what is needed to maintain 
health, one-fifth of this needed fuel 
should come from 
vegetables 
and 


fruits, one-fifth from milk, meat, eggs, 
and other efficient-protein foods, three- 
tenths from cereals, one-tenth from 
sweets, and one-fifth from fats. This 
proportion has been maintained in the 
above lists, for 100 hundred-calorie 
portions are supplied by fruits and 
vegetables; 100 hundred-calorie por- 
tions by the efficient-protein foods; 
240 hundred-calorie portions by the 
cereal foods; SO hundred-calorie por- 
tions bj the sheets; and 100 hundred- 
calorie portions by the fats. 


If a housekeeper does not wish to 


use lust these foods in just 
these 


amounts, and wonders how the lists 
can 
be altered without interfering 


with the good proportions, she can 
consult a table at the back of the 
bulletin which gives practically all 
the common food materials divider! 
into the five classes mentioned and 
which shows the number of hundred- 
calorie portions per peck, per pound, 
or per quart as the case may demand. 
It should, therefore, be an easy mat- 
ter to make up other lists having the 
same proportions as the one given 
above. 


Many families will be different from 


the a-verage family here described, 
but reference to a table given in the 
.bulletin will make it possible to esti- 
mate the number of hundred-calorie 
portions needed by any group of per- 
s.ons.

Be Prepared at Home—Chocolate 


or Cocoa May Be Added to 


Sirup if Desired.

The following recipe for a simple 


and unusual confection that can- easily 
be made at home is recommended by 
the office of home- economics of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture: 


Nut Coated Marshmallows.

.IK accurate or satisfactory. Remove 
the saucepan from the flame when the 
teiniier.uuro of 108 decrees C. or 2U. 
degrees F. is reached, but do not allow 
•he sirup to cool. 
Drop the marsh- 


mallows ono by one into the hot sirup, 
using forks, to handle thorn. Remove 
promptly, and roll nt once in chopped 
nuts. Place on oiled paper to dry. If 


the sirup cools, place it over the flame 
to reheat, but do not allow it to come 
to a boil. 


If there is a coating of loose starch 


or powdered sugar on the marshmal- 
lows, brush it off with a soft brush or 
cotton batting before dipping them 
into the sirup. 


Two ounces of chocolate or cocoa 


may be added to the sirup if a choco- 
late coating is desired.

Eruption Follows Earthquake. 


Last March two mild earthquake 


shocks were succeeded by the collapse 
of the 200-foot eruptive cone of Ve- 
suvius, inside the crater, accompanied 
by rumblings, explosions and the ejec- 
tion of ashes and white-hot stones; in 
24 hours the liquid lava covered an 
area of 1QO.OOO square feet; around the 
crater it formed a molten band with a 
temperature of 2.000 degrees Fahren- 
heit. Professor Malladra, director of 
the Vesuvius observatory, descended 
into the crater at the start of the erup- 
tion and escaped with a badly scorched 
face. The width of the crater is now 
1,500 feet.—Scientific American.

.imated that the officers did not have 
he slightest idea of what a mess they 
have stirred up, nor can they com- 
jreh^nd just where their investiga- 
ion reach those "higher-up" may lead 
o.To this McClure, one of the agents, 
-epMed, "We all ane confident that 
ou are probably not a higher-up, but 
we would not care how high or to 
vhat depth our investigation may 
ead us. We would go from the Capi- 
ol at Washington to the diepths of 
lell, if we had to wear asbestos suits 
0 get all those 'involved."

Woman, 85 Years of Age, Snarls 


and Bites at Police Who 


Rescue Her. 


MIND IS SHATTERED 


Locked Up by Her Daughter for No 


Other Apparent Reason Than 


That She Was Old and 


In the Way. 


Mnhanoy City, Pa.—With rats and 


mice us her only companions and 
starved almost to a living skeleton, 
an 
elghty-flve-year-old 
woman 
was 


dragged forth from a damp, dark, dir- 
ty cellar, where she has spent the last 
two years as a prisoner at the hands 
of her daughter and son-in-law. 


For no other reason apparently than 


that she was in the way, the old wom- 
an had been locked in her cellar-dun- 
geon and fed only scraps of food and 
bits of nourishment scarcely fit for 
the lowest animal to eat for almost 
twenty-four months, while her daugh- 
ter and husband lived in considerable 
comfort in the house above her. 


When found the miserable old pris- 


oner snarled at Chief of Police A. P. 
McLaughlin, clawed at him with her 
bird-like talons in the fear that he had 
come to do her greater harm. She had 
to be taken from the black hole vir- 
tually by force, screaming and screech- 
Ing when taken into the light of day 
despite her feeble strength. 


Ignorant Refugees' Belief. 


The mother, whose terrible impris- 


onment and pitiable condition became 
known to the police here after repeat- 
ed anonymous hints and suggestions 
from residents of the neighborhood, Is 
Mrs. 
Stephen Navilsky, of Russian 


birth. No details concerning the rea- 
son for her daughter's actions could 
be obtained from her, so terrified was 
she at the sight of strangers and so 
tangled her mind at the realization 
of liberty. 


According to other Russian residents 


in the neighborhood, however, the po- 
lice gained the information that the

foreigners In the coal fields hereabouts 
look upon old age as a hideous thing 
and upon death as something to be 
shunned and avoided, at all costs. In 
many instances, it was said, foreign- 
born families have refused to receive 
the bodies of relatives killed in the 
mines, so terrified were they at the 
sight of the Grim Reaper. 


On this supposition, therefore, it is 


believed by the police that the woman's 
daughter and the daughter's husband, 
seeing old age and inevitable death ap- 
proaching in Mrs. Navilsky's case, de- 
cided to safeguard their own happiness 
by putting her out of their sight. Month 
after month passed and the old woman 
lived on until there was nothing to do, 
the police believe, but to hide the aged 
victim away In the cellr.r. 


Door Bolted on

Forthwith, she was pushed down the 


stairs and the door bolted on her, 
not to be unbolted for almost two 
years. 
Such food as was given her 


at various intervals was thrust to her, 
the police believe, through a tiny coal 
hole Into the cellar, which Incidental- 
ly, admitted the only ray of light that 
penetrated the place. 


There, virtually in continual night, 


the poor old woman spent her days, 
gnawing at the molding morsels passed 
to her ns food, sleeping when she could 
on the filthy pile of rags and old news- 
paper she had huddled in one corner 
of her prison.

PRISON LOSES "CAMERA EYE" 


Man With 
Exceptional 
Endowment 


Gives Up Position He Had Long 


Held at Sing Sing. 


Sing Sing is without the "human 


camera eye" which pierced through 
disguises and made alibis futile, for 
Louis Powers, Bertlllon expert at the 
prison for 20 years, who finger-printed 
and photographed more than 20,000 
Sing Sing convicts during his service, 
has retired. 


He was famous for his ability to 


identify criminals, and for years has 
been known as "the camera eye of 
Sing Sing." He was often called on 
for information about criminals in vari- 
ous parts of the world, and frequently 
attended trials 
Tfe establish prison 


records of men and women on trial. 
Besides learning by experience that 
women, even though preparing for the 
death 
sentence, were "very vain." 


Powers said that he had profited little 
from his unique position except what 
he obtained in the wav of salarv. 


Passports a Nuisance. 


Up to the time ( f the beginning of 


the war the passport regulations were 
very simple and the fees inexpensive, 
but \\lu'ii the great contest broke loose 
it Mas necessary to make it more 
difficult and unfortunately the rigid 
regulations of the war time-* have 
never Leon changed.

Everyone knows that food 
contains fuel for the human machlnj!. 
The-fuel need for the average family 
described above has been 
estimated 
as SOO hundred-calorie portions per 
week. 


In order that the diet should pro- 
vide 
what

health, one-fifth of this needed fuel 
should 
come

and other efiiclent-proteln foods, three- 
tenths from cereals, one-tenth from 
sweets, and one-fifth from fats.

proportion has been maintained in the 
above lists, for

tions by the efficient-protein foods ;

Nut Coated Marshmallows Can Easily 
Be Prepared at Home—Chocolate 
or Cocoa May Be Added to 
Sirup if Deilred.

from the Spanish word "contengo,'* 
meaning "I check," 


Eruption Follows Earthquake, 


Last March 
two mild 
earthquake 
shocks were succeeded by the collapse 
of the 200-foot eruptive cone of Ve* 
suvius, inside the crater, accompanied 
by rumblings, explosions and the ejec- 
tion of ashes and white-hot stones; In 
24 hours the liquid lava covered an 
area of IQO.OOO square feet; around the 
crater It formed a molten band with a 
temperature of 2.000 degrees Fahren- 
heit. Professor Malladra, director of 
the Vesuvius observatory, descended 
Into the crater at the start of the erup- 
tion and escaped with a badly scorched 
face. The width of the crater Is now 
1,500 feet.—S!;Jentlfic American.

Woman, 85 Years of Age, Snarls 
and Bites at Police Who 
Rescue Her.

Locked Up by H«r Daughter for No 
Other Apparent Reason Than 
That She Was Old and 
In the Wa^.

starved almost to a living skeleton, 
an 
oiKlUy-five-year-old 
woman 
was 
drapTRod forth from a damp, dark, dir- 
ty cellar, where she has spent the last 
two years as a prisoner at the hands 
of her daiiiihter and son-in-law. 


Por no other reason apparently than 
that she was in the way, the old wom- 
an had been locked In her cellar-dun- 
geon and fed only scraps of food and 
bits of nourishment scarcely fit for 
the lowest animal to eat for almost 
twenty-four months, while her daugh- 
ter and husband lived in considerable 
comfort in the house above her. 


When found the miserable old pris- 
oner snarled at Chief of Police A. P. 
McLaughlin, clawed at him with her 
bird-like talons in the fear that he had 
come to do her pfreater harm. 
She liad 
to be taken from the black hole vir- 
tually by force, screaming and screech- 
ing when taken into the light of day 
despite her feeble strength. 


Ignorant Refugees' Belief. 


The mother, whose terrible impris- 
onment and pitiable condition became 
known to the police here after repeat- 
ed anonymous hints and suggestions 
from residents of the neighborhood, is 
Mrs, 
Stephen 
Navilsky, 
of 
Russian 
birth. 
No details concerning the rea- 
son for her daughter's actions could 
bo obtained from her, so terrified was 
she at the sight of strangers and so 
tangled her mind at the realization 
of liberty. 


According to other Russian residents 
In the neighborhood, however, the po- 
lice gained the information that the

foreigners In the coal fields hereabouts 
look upon old age as a hideous thing 
and upon death as sometlilng to be 
shunned and avoided, at all costs. 
In 
many instances, it was said, foreign- 
born families have refused to receive 
the bodies of relatives killed in the 
mines, so, terrified were they at the 
sight of the Grim Reaper. 


On this supposition, therefore, it is 
believed by the police that the woman's 
daughter and tlie daughter's husband, 
seeing old age and inevitable death ap- 
proaching In Mrs, Navllsky's case, de- 
cided to safeguard their own happiness 
by putting her out of their sight. Month 
after month passed and the old woman 
lived on until there was nothing to do. 
the police believe, but to hide the aged 
victim away In the cellar. 


Door Polted on Her. 


Forthwith, she was pushed down the 
stairs and the door bolted on her, 
not to be unbolted for almost 
two 
years. 
Such food as was given her 
at various intervals was thrust to her, 
the police believe, through a tiny coal 
hole into the cellar, which incidental- 
ly, admitted the only ray of light that 
penetrated the place. 


There, virtually in continual night, 
the poor old woman spent her days, 
gnawing at the molding morsels passed 
to her as food, sleeping when she could 
on the filthy pile of rags and old news- 
paper she had huddled In one corner 
of her prison.

itual bankruptcy. 
It means to come 
to the end of self and to show sorrow 
for sins. 


2. Hunger for Righteousness (v. 21). 
The one who has come to know his 
poverty desires the true righteousness 
of Christ. 


I 
3. Weeping Because of His Lack (v. 
21). 
This is the godly sorrow which 
worketh 
repentance 
(II Cor. 
7:10). 
Those who thus sorrow are assured 
that they shall laugh, 


4. 
Treatment Which the 
Subjects 
of the Kingdom May Expect (vv. 22, 
28). 
When the subjects of the King- 
dom become like the King they incite 
the hatred, contempt and persecution 
of the world. Those who pass through

We should not seek out the 
evil in others for our satisfaction,

ers (v. 39), 
The one who does not 
know God and the way to heaven will 
lead others to ruin. 
Happily, we have 
the Scriptures, and the Holy Spirit la 
ready to make their meaning known, 
so there is no excuse,
